Assenting to a 
name asked is no proof either, for this gives the reader cause 
to suspicion tbe writer to be one easily imposed upon, which 
also makes his testimony worthless, Ivery such report is 
clipped for future reference, and according to its logical bear- 
ing will stand for or against us. A simple statement that 
Jobn Smith appeared, whom nobody recognized, stands for 
navgbt. The writer should always endeavor to give a rea- 
son for the assertions that he makes.

was ‘To what Extent is Man Responsible and to Whom?” It 
was nota sheglen as disquisition, however,es the title may lead 
ove to suspect, but rather a reasoning from cause to effect, or, 
better stated, from effect to effect—eflects becoming causes in 


wrong are made by contract. Bat while nature is responst- 

ble for much, we know through our own reason that killing 
a man is wrong, because it deprives him of a right that we 
do not wish to be deprived of ourselves. and it remains a 
wrong because no restitution can be made for it. So there 
are other wrongs based on the same principle, But there is 
much that is voted so which ts not—the licensing of medi- 
ums, forexample. This conception of wrong is an ¢ilect of 
beredity. We are all subject to similar conceptions, but 
life's changes interferes witn our planning sufficiently to in- 
troduce new elements into the races, and thus our continued 
progress.

particular. The rest were undoubtedly equally as in- 
teresting to the recipients as these may be to the Publis; but 
they were more of a private nature, and not quite so start- 
ling.
